RESULTS AT DAYTON. 


The proceedings at Dayton arising m connection 


with Tennessee's anti-evolution law ha\e terminated 
In precisely the fashion it was anticipated they would 
end. 
There was no question of the passage of the 


act; there could be no doubt that the people of Ten- 
nessee thought they were acting within their rights 
In the enactment of the law; theie could be no issue 
raised as to whether the course gnen by School- 
master Scopes violated the provisions of the statute. 


Such being the case the only outcome to be 


expected was a verdict of guilty, upon which both 
p'rosecution and defense agreed in order to accelerate 
the hearing of the case in the appellate court. 


The strictly legal results of the Dayton trial are 


insignificant in comparison to those only xemotely 
connected with the conviction of Scopes. 


Dayton has placed Nebraska's former distinguished 


citizen, Mr. W. J. Brjan, in the most ridiculous role 
he ha* ever occupied since he first gained national 
prominence more than a quarter of a century ago. 
Mr. Darrow may have been unnecessarily brutal in 
his characterization of Mr Bryan during the cross- 
examination which the Chicago lawyer conducted, 
but he told a great deal of truth 
Mr Bryan has 


played the role of a bigot and an ignoramus :it Daj - 
ton. 
When he professed Implicit confidence in the 


authenticity of all of the incidents to which Mr. 
Darrow alluded, including that of the whale swallow- 
ing Jonah, and Joshua commanding the sun to stand 
bull, and others equally absurd in tho light of known 
facts, Mr. Bryan became a pitiful spectacle 


But fortunately Mr. Bryan has defeated his own 


purposes. 
* 


If there is any one gam to come out of Dayton 


it Is the impetus which has been gi\en to scientific 
thought and study. Man is naturally curious. Thou- 
sands and thousands of people who had never taken 
the time to think about the great scientic discoveries 
which have been made in the last century , who have 
never exerted themseUes sufficiently 
to zeconcilc 


their conception of Christianity \\ith the knowledge 
that has been given man in the last fifty jears, have 
bestirred themselves to action. 
The fruits will be a 


firmer faith, a deeper reverence, a greater awe for 
the God who rules the universe 


No man can acquaint himself with the new dis- 


coveries of science without acquinng a finer sense 
of devotion. 


Mr Bryan's strict doctrines of Christianity exalt 


man. 
He is made in the image of God. That was 


the conception of the savage, who with horrifying 
grotesqueness. shaped the most terrible and repulsive 
idol which his crude hands could fashion to receive 
hia adoration and his homage. 
He was a savage; 


surely the God who ruled his universe must be a 
super-savage, more terrible than any found upon the 
earth 


The new conceptions of God call for a deeper 


sense of humility than man has ever experienced 
before.

AN OVERAMB1TIOUS UNDERTAKING. 


Failure by the Grain Marketing Co. of Chicago to 


put through its plan for a huge merger of elevator 
properties costing millions of dollars, which were to 
be taken over from the present owners and used in 
purchasing and storing grain so as to prevent tho 
market becoming glutted and prices depressed at 
harvest time, is largely a repetition of the fate which 
befell the U. S Grain Growers, another project of the 
kind, several years-ago. 


There is no doubt that the organizers of the Grain 


Marketing Co. tried to carry out their plan in thu 
belief that it would provide a practicable method for 
enabling agi icultural producers of the country to 
control the market for their products, in some degree, 
and thus obtain better returns. 
The trouble was, 


however, that they attempted too much and did not 
have the necessary business experience to make even 
a less comprehensive program successful. 


The enterprise was assailed 
and 
criticised by 


spokesmen for a number of farm organizations on 
tho ground that it would not bring any substantial 
benefits to the farmers but would unload upon them 
a group of old elevator properties at considerably 
more than they were worth. A very prominent rep- 
lesentative 
oC co-operative 
Interests in Nebraska 


publicly antagonized the scheme and declared that its 
sponsors had been deluded into signing a contract 
whose terms were altogether favorable to the selling 
concerns. 


Under such conditions. It Is not surprising that the 


movement found little financial support among th" 
agriculturalists of this state 
The company's repot t 


to the blue sky bureau shows that only ?2.625 was 
collected in Us stock selling campaign in Nebraska 
which began May 2, and continued until a short time 
ago. Evidently there were few farmers and farmeis' 
co-operativo associations that felt enough confidence 
In tho plan to put their money Into It 


The history of successful co-operative enterprises 


is that they have been built up from the bottom and 
not created by methods of promotion. In this stato 
there are many such organizations established In 
different localities, which nre under the direct control 
of their members and ha\e acomplished a good deal 
not only l»y selling rollectUely but also in quantitv 
tmving. Thev have boen makinq- protrrrsi slowi>, but 
Jicepmg on firm ground all the w hil" 


The formation of the Grain Marketing Co. was a 


move by over-enthusiastic lenders to set up a centra' 
agency through which they hoped to control the 
supply of grain offered for sale at any one time 
They tried to achieve what experienced grain dealers 
know Is Impossible under present condition-?. 
The 


United States Is too big a country and there are too 
many people engaged in raising crops of cereals to 
secure tho necessary concert of action in holding. 
back products as a means of forcing prices upward. 


This docs not mean that co-operation among agri- 


cultural producers Is a failure. 
On the contrary it 


>ias pro\cn its value, when intelligently practiced 
But It cannot prevail nganist the natural la\\s of 
iradc, as most fanners realize 
The brat that i' 


can-do Is to help the farmers got the best price- 
obtainable in the market for their crops, and hold 
down thft profits of commercial buyers and sellers to 
a reasonable figure. 


THE COST OF URBAN LIFE. 


In time, it is recognized, Lincoln will b* faced with 


the necessitj- of making a very considerable expen-

be secured from wells. 
Preliminary surveys have 


beeu made in this direction. The easiest and prob- 
ably the least expensive method in the end would 
be to tap some of the larger streams located some 
distance from Lincoln. 
By going to the Platte at 


Ashland, the capital city could make sure of plenty 
of water. 
It would involve the expenditure of a 


million dollars and possibly double that sum. 


But how small is that in comparison to some of tha 


experiences of eastern cities and large communities 
in other sections of the country! 


The city of Providence eight years ago set about 


to establish a new water supply. After a survey the 
engineers decided to tap the Pawtucket river and 
to establish a reservoir capable of storing 36.900.- 
000,000 gallons of water. 
Since then workmen have 


been busy excavating for the huge storage tank. 
It was necessary to condemn and wreck a nelghbor- 
ng village, lemovmg 1,195 buildings, including 375 
•esidences, seven schools, six churches and six mills. 
Thirty-six miles of highway had to be relocated. A 
cemetery had to be re-established. 
At the site 


selected, the I'awtuckeJ. nver courses between tu^ti.- 
ing hills. By digging away the smaller foothills and 
using the higher elevations for shoreline, and by 
constiuctlng a gigantic dam, tho engineers expect to 
establish a large artificial lake capable of supplying 
all of the water which will be needed for years 
Tha 


cost of constructing the main dam alone xepresents 
an expenditure of $3,500,000. 
Before the enterprise 


is completed Providence will have spent in the neigh- 
borhood of $25.000,000 for its water supply. 


Those who live in the great cities of America aro 


tarely conscious of the staggering cost of life in 
the metropolitan centers.* New York City has spent 
millions and millions of dollars for its water supply 
and fire protection 
The care of its hundreds of miles 


of streets is a gigantic problem In itself. 
But 


Gotham now realizes that Its biggest undertaking is 
before it in the effort to provide better facilities for 
traffic. 


And yet the strange phase of it all Is that gen- 


erally in the largest cities, the per capita debt is 
lower than m other! winch have not attained such 
growth 


PROTECTION OF GAME. 


Plans for the development and reorganization of 


a legion of prohibition enforcement officers have 
been -cattered abroad and delved into eagerly by an 
nterested public, but the outline tor conserving one 
of the nation's greatest resources has hardly received 


ssmgr notice. 
It is proposed that the United States be zoned Into 


four great groups of. states which would co-operate 
n establishing laws for the protection of game. 


The question is not simply an aesthetic one, but 


an economic one. Many o£ the larger animals which 
this arrangement would be designed to protect aro 
\aluable assets in 
their 
capacity 
of 
destroying 


'\ermm" or small enemies of useful life 
Others 


are Important as meat animals. 
In this group may 


be classed most of the deer and the bison. Prac- 
tically all of them are important In the healthful 
pleasure they provide as quarries in the hunt, when 
their number is properly conserved to allow con- 
tinued indulgence in this sport. 


Nebraska was once blessed w ith deer, antelope, 


bear, buffalo and some other of the larger species of 
wild game. Foolish exploitation and intermittent war 
by hunters has slain practically all of them, or driven 
them beyond »ur borders 


Most people realize the danger which lack of pro- 


tection brings to game, and this fact is evidenced 
by the vast number of protection laws in force. But 
statutes made on individual initiative have been 
unable to cope with the problem 
They are so con- 


flicting that those really interested in killing can 
often get around the laws by crossing a state 
boundary at the proper time. 
But if laws were 


passed in four great groups of states, the southern, 
northern, eastern and western, with an eye to the 
statutes passed elsewhere, such a situation would 
not exist. 


No such steps can be taken, however, unless the 


public takes more than a cursory Interest in tho 
matter. 


FORD SKEPTICAL OF COMMERCIAL AVIATION* 


Henry KOI d, whose experiments In aviation have 


been matched with interest, has come to the con- 
clusion that the commercial plane is still far from 
being" a success, according to Wilbur Forrest In tho 
St. Louis Post Dispatch. 


The automobile manufacturer cannot be classed as 


a. confirmed skeptic, however, that industrial and 
business conquest of the air will not come \tithln a. 
comparatively few years. 


The human element in the control of the machine 


is still too great to permit o£ its wide successful 
commercial use in the opinion of Mr Ford. 


"The airplane motor is still unreliable—a delicate, 


quiver ing mechanism. 
Its vibration is so intense 


that there is little guarantee undei such strain that 
it will icmain intact over considerable distances. The 
airplane game depends greatly at present upon the 
flying- ability of the man in the pilot's seat. 
Our 


daily trips to Chicago and Cleveland depend about 
90 per cent upon the skill of the man at the throttle. 
Stunt flying as I see it ia about 98 per cent of the 
same element." 


Europe's commercial success in a\iatlon, Mr. Ford 


pointed out, depended largely upon government sub- 


idies, which are thoroughly repugnant to the Amer- 
ican people and should not be encouraged. 


One factor which the Detroit manufacturer may 


not have taken into consideration is the time element.

RESULTS AT DAYTON. 
The proceedings a t Dayton arising in connection 
with Tennessee’s anti-evolution law have terminate« 
In precisely the fashion it was anticipated they would 
end. 
T hera was no question of tho passage of the 
act; there could be no doubt that the people of Ten 
nessee thought they were acting within their rights 
in the enactm ent of the law ; there could be no issue 
raised as to w hether the course given by School­ 
m aster Scopes violated the provisions of the statute. 
Such being the case the only outcome to be 
expected was a verdict of guilty, upon which both 
prosecution and defense agreed in order to accelerate 
the hearing of the case in the appellate court. 
The strictly legal results of the Dayton trial arc 
insignificant in comparison to those only remotely 
connected w ith the conviction of Scopes. 
Dayton has placed N ebraska’s form er distinguished 
citizen, Mr. W. J. Bryan, in the m ost ridiculous role 
he has ever occupied since he first gained national 
prominence more than a quarter of a century ago. 
Mr. D arrow may have been unnecessarily brutal In 
his characterization of Mr Bryan during the cross- 
exam ination which the Chicago law yer conducted, 
but he told a great deal of truth. 
Mr. B ryan has 
played the role of a bigot and an ignoram us at D ay­ 
ton. 
W hen he professed implicit confidence in the 
e nthenticlty of all of tho incidents to which Mr. 
D arrow alluded, including that of the whale sw allow ­ 
ing Jonah, and Joshua com m anding the sun to stand 
still, and others equally absurd In the light of known 
facts, Mr. B ryan became a pitiful spectacle. 
But fortunately Mr. B ryan has defeated his own 
purposes.

If there Is any one gain to come out of Dayton 
it is the im petus which has been given to scientific 
thought and study. 

T ho u ­ 
sands and thousands of people who had never taken 
the time to think about the great seientic discoveries 
which have been made in the last century; who have 
never exerted them selves sufficiently to reconcile 
their conception of C hristianity w ith the knowledge 
tha t has been given m an in the la st fifty years, have 
bestirred themselves to action. 
The fruits will be a 
firmer faith, a deeper reverence, a greater aw e for 
the God who rules the universe. 
No man can acquaint himself w ith the new d is­ 
coveries of science w ithout acquiring a finer sense 
of devotion. 
Mr. B rya n s strict doctrines of Christianity exalt 
man. 
He is made in the image of God. 
T hat was 
the conception of the savage, who with horrifying 
grotesqueness, shaped the most terrible and repulsive 
idol which his crude hands could fashion to receive 
his adoration and his homage. 
He was a savage; 
surely the God who ruled his universe m ust be a 
super-savage, more terrible than any found upon tho 
earth. 
The new conceptions of God call for a deeper 
sense of humility than m an has ever experienced 
before. 
He discovers tha t his world is but an in ­ 
finitesimal part of a great solar system ; tha t In the 
universe there are other system s far greater than 
the one to which we belong; that in the m arvelous 
expanse of time the balance has been established 
between all of them. 
He finds a thousand impressive 
and overpowering evidences of a superior power. 
Christianity will not suffer from the recognition of 
new and accepted truths. 
M an’s faith should be 
strengthened and enriched. 


AN OVERAMBITIOUS UNDERTAKING. 
Failure by the Grain M arketing Co. of Chicago to 
pu t through Its plan for a huge m erger of elevator 
properties costing millions of dollars, which were to 
be taken over from the present owners and used in 
purchasing and storing grain so as to prevent the 
m ark et becoming glutted and prices depressed at 
harvest time, Is largely a repetition of the fate which 
befell the U. S. Grain Growers, another project of the 
kind, several years ago. 
There is no doubt that the organizers of the Grain 
M arketing Co. tried to carry out their plan in tho 
belief that it would provide a practicable method for 
enabling agricultural producers of the country to 
control the market for their products, in some degree, 
and thus obtain better returns. 
The trouble was, 
however, tha t they attem pted too much and did not 
liave the necessary business experience to make even 
a less comprehensive program successful. 
The 
enterprise 
was 
assailed an d criticised 
by 
spokesmen for a num ber of farm organizations on 
the ground that it would not bring any substantial 
benefits to the farm ers but would unload upon them 
a group of old elevator properties a t considerably 
more than they were worth. 
A very prom inent re p­ 
resentative of co-operative interests 
In 
N ebraska 
publicly antagonized the scheme and declared that Its 
sponsors had been deluded Into signing a contract 
whose term s were altogether favorable to the selling 
concerns. 
Under such conditions. It is not surprising that the 
m ovem ent found little financial support among the 
agriculturalists of this state. 
The com pany’s report 
to the blue sky bureau shows that only $2,625 was 
collected in its stock selling cam paign in N ebraska 
which began May 2, and continued until a short time 
ago. 
Evidently there were few farm ers and farm ers' 
co-operative associations tha t felt enough confidence 
In the plan to put their money Into It. 
The history of successful co-operative enterprises 
is tha t they have been built up from the bottom and 
not created by methods of promotion. 
In this state 
there are m any such organizations established in 
different localities, which are under the direct control 
of their m em bers and have acomplished a good deal 
not only by selling collectively but also In quantity 
buying. 
They have been making progress slowly, but 
keeping on firm ground all the while. 
Tho form ation of the Grain M arketing Co. w as a 
move by over-enthusiastic leaders to set up a centra' 
agency through which they hoped to control the 
supply of grain offered for sale at any one time. 
They tried to achieve w hat experienced grain dealers 
know Is Impossible under present conditions. 
The 
United S tates is too big a country and there are too 
m any people engaged in raising crops of cereals to 
secure the necessary concert of action in holding, 
back products as a m eans of forcing prices upward. 
This does not m ean tha t co-operation among a g ri­ 
cultural producers is a failure. 
On the contrary it 
has proven its value, when intelligently practiced 
But it cannot prevail aganist the natural laws of 
t rade, as most farm ers realize. 
The best that i’ 
carT do is to help the farm ers get the best price* 
obtainable in the m ark et for their crops, and hold 
do wn the profits of comm ercial buyers and sellers to 
a reaso nable figure. 


THE COST OF URBAN LIFE. 
In time, it is recognized, Lincoln will be faced with 
the necessity of m aking a very considerable expen ­ 
diture for a more adequate w ater supply than can 
be secured from wells. 
Prelim inary surveys have 
been m ade in this direction. 
The easiest and pro b­ 
ably the least expensive m ethod in the end would 
be to tap some of the larger stream s located some 
distance from Lincoln. 
By going to the P latte a t 
Ashland, the capital city could m ake sure of plenty 
of water. 
It would involve the expenditure of a 
million dollars and possibly double tha t sum. 
B ut how' small is that in com parison to some of the 
experiences of eastern cities and large comm unities 
in other sections of the country! 
The city of Providence e ig ht years ago set about 
to establish a new w ater supply. 
A fter a survey the 
engineers decided to tap the P aw tucket fiver and 
to establish a reservoir capable of storing 36,900,- 
000,000 gallons of water. 
Since then w orkm en have 
been busy excavating for the huge storage tank. 
It was necessary to condemn and w reck a neighbor­ 
ing village, removing 1,195 buildings, including 3T5 
residences, seven schools, six churches and 
six mills. 
T hirty-six miles of highway had to be relocated. 
A 
cem etery had to be re-established. 
At the site 
selected, the Paw tucket river courses between tow'er- 
ing hills. 
By digging aw ay the sm aller foothills and 
using the higher elevations for shoreline, and by 
constructing a gigantic dani, the engineers expect to 
establish a large artificial lake capable of supplying 
all of the w ater which will be needed for yea,rs. 
The 
cost of constructing the m ain dam alone represents 
an expenditure of $3,500,000. 
Before the enterprise 
is completed Providence will have spent in the n eigh­ 
borhood of $25,000,000 for its w ater supply. 
Those who live in the g reat cities of America are 
rarely conscious of the staggering cost of life in 
the metropolitan centers.* New York City has spent 
millions and millions of dollars for its w ater supply 
and lire protection. The care of its hundreds of miles 
of streets is a gigantic problem 
In itself. 
But 
Gotham now realizes tha t its biggest undertaking is 
before it in the effort to provide better facilities for 
traffic. 
And yet the strange phase of it all is tha t g en ­ 
erally lu the largest cities, the per capita debt Is 
lower than in other! which have not attained such 
growth 


PROTECTION OF GAME. 
P lans for the development and reorganization of 
a legion of prohibition enforcement officers have 
been scattered abroad and delved into eagerly by an 
interested public, but the outline for conserving one 
of the nation’s greatest resources has hardly received 
passing notice. 
It is proposed tha t the United States be zoned into 
four great groups of. states which would co-operate 
in establishing laws for the protection of game. 
T he question is not simply an aesthetic one, but 
an economic one. 
M any of the larger anim als which 
this arrang em en t would be designed to protect aro 
valuable 
assets 
in 
their 
capacity 
of 
destroying 
“verm in" or small enemies of useful life. 
Cithers 
are im portant as m eat animals. 
In this group may 
be classed most of the deer and the bison. 
P ra c ­ 
tically all of them are im portant In the healthful 
pleasure they provide as quarries in the hunt, when 
thetr num ber is properly conserved to allow con­ 
tinued indulgence in this sport. 
N ebraska was once blessed with deer, antelope, 
bear, buffalo and some other of the larger species of 
wild game. 
Foolish exploitation and interm ittent w ar 
by hunters lias slain practically all of them or driven 
them beyond eur borders. 
Most people realize the danger which lack of pro ­ 
tection brings to game, and this fact Is evidenced 
by the vast num ber of protection laws in force. 
But 
statutes m ade on individual Initiative 
have been 
unable to cope with the problem. 
They are so con­ 
flicting tha t those really interested in killing can 
often get around the laws 
by crossing a state 
boundary a t the proper time. 
B ut If laws were 
passed in four g reat groups of states, the southern, 
northern, eastern and western, with an eye to the 
statutes passed elsewhere, such a situation would 
not exist. 
No such steps can be taken, however, unless the 
public takes more than a cursory Interest In tho 
m atter. 


FORD SKEPTICAL OF COMMERCIAL AVIATION« 


H enry Ford, whose experim ents In aviation have 
been w atched with interest, has come to the con­ 
clusion that the commercial plane is still far from 
being a success, according to W ilbur Forrest in tho 
St. Louis Post Dispatch. 
The automobile m anu factu rer cannot be classed as 
a confirmed skeptic, however, tha t industrial and 
business conquest of the air will not come within a 
comparatively few years. 
The hum an elem ent in the control of the machine 
is still too great to perm it of its wide successful 
commercial use in the opinion of Mr. Ford. 
"The airplane motor Is still unreliable—a delicate, 
quivering mechanism. 
Its vibration is so intense 
that there is little guarantee under such strain tha t 
it will rem ain intact over considerable distances. The 
airplane game depends greatly at present upon the 
flying ability of the man in the pilot’s seat. 
Our 
daily trips to Chicago and Cleveland depend about 
90 per cent upon the skill of the m an a t the throttle. 
S tu nt flying as I see it is about 98 per cent of the 
sam e element.” 
E urope’s commercial success In aviation, Mr. Ford 
pointed out, depended largely upon governm ent su b­ 
sidies. which are thoroughly repugnant to the A m er­ 
ican people and should not be encouraged. 
One factor which the Detroit m anufacturer m ay 
not have taken into consideration is the time element. 
Now here in the world is the sam e frantic effort made 
to save time than there is in this country. 
Most of 
the American commercial and industrial progress 
has been achieved through tim e-saving devices. 
It 
has been the purpose of so-called labor-saving m a ­ 
chinery not only to avoid hum an effort but also to 
produce the finished article in a much shorter 
of time than otiierwrise w'ould be possible if hum an 
elements were perm itted to enter in. 
C omm ercial 
aviation 
will 
depend 
largely 
upon 
w hether the saving In time which m ay be effected 
is com m ensurate w'tth the cost. 
We do m any things 
at greater cost than If w'e relied upon the old methods 
which we formerly employed but the added expense 
is more than compensated by the saving in time.
